nil day, ogeher with 'the burning fever 
which continued up to the time of his 
death. 


For a short time Saturday he was con- 


scious, but for twelve or fifteen hours 
previous to tlie end he was unable to 
recognize, anyone.

away 


peacefully. Mrs. Warren 
was 
at his 


bedside when he expired. 


Although a resident of Milwaukee less 


than half a year, Mr. Warren had be 
come wry popular. He had just, moved 
his family -to Milwaukee from Wauko 
gun, and when he reached his home from 
New York the house had been only part 
ly put in Order. 


There arc rrtany unusually sad feature 


to the .death" of Mr. Warren.

by Crowe, and had been 
mailed 
at 


Manchester, Iowa, the home of tlie mifls- 
ng man's uncle. The second was from 
;lte uncle, who i» employed in the hard- 
ware business in Manchester, and both 
reiterated Crowe's desire to leave 
his 


ilding place and face the 
charges 


against him. 


The letter from Crowe is a rumbling 


epistle occupying fifteen pages. It waa 
in Crowe's pecitliar style, reviewing the 
South African war, tho kidnapping case, 
and finnljy offering to surrender if tho 
rewards were withdrawn. Among other 
things in the letter he says: 


"I want you to understand that I am 


not afraid of the combined wealth of 
all the Cudahy's on earth, nor the unit 
ed effort* of "all the 
scrub 
detectives 


that the men can hire. Tlie man that 
tries to pinch me will bite the dust, for 
I am ready to die in the nii.t. I wjl 
not be kangaroocd. You say it .is your 
business to deal out justice. I will take 
you at your word. Give me ft square 
deal. Leave it to a jury of twelve man 


•'Chief, I ask, but I do not expect t 


get justice. 
There is some 
one 
wh 


wants to put me away, and I know tli 
god of gold." 


The letter Oien says that the chic 


would not know him; that lie weigh 
200 poxinds and is looking fine. Re say 
lie has been in South America and Af 
rica, fighting with the Boers, and ex- 
presses his rliflgust with Great Britain 
and his sympathy for the Boers. He 
closes the main part of his letter by 
saying he regrets that Mr. Cudahy 
should suspect him of kidnapping the 
boy, and that lie hopes soon to receive 
a reply from the chief, which lie directs 
should' be mailed through 'a local paper.

'One should' be able to grasp the skin In 
the hand along the front-of the body 
near 'the shoulders and pull.it easily 
from the body and almost wrap the 
hand in' it, if of tho mellow sort desir- 
ed. If It- hangs tight to the body, it 
may show lack of condition or wjll In- 
dicate poor quality, says C. 8. Plumb 
In Rural New Yorker. This applies to 
the skin over the udder as veil as to 
the rest of the body.. -People some- 
times ask for indications as to quality 
of milk. ' Most dairy students desire a 
yellow pigment to the skin; which Is 
most readily seen by examining the in- 
terior of the ears or ia perhaps, seen In 
the lower part of the horns. This is 
not always a correct Indication, for I 
have seen a Holstein with good color 
producing a very low grade of milk.

there IB 110 roughage that makes such 
a satisfactory basis for the dairy cow's 
ration as does corn silage, says H. E. 
Tan Xorroan In Farm and Home. This 
is especially true when yield per acre, 
cost of production, handling, etc., are 
taken into consideration. 
This gives 


the dairymen of the corn belt one of 
tbe flrat requisites for success—that is 
an abundance of roughage at reasona- 
ble cost. 


While cows mny live.and apparently 


thrive on silago alone, it is desirable 
that other feeds be given which wil' 
balance up the ration.. The corn beluf 
rich In fat forming material, needs.to 
be supplemented by flesh and milk mak- 
ing foods, such ns bran, linseed menl, 
cottonseed meal, clover hay, soy beans 
and cowpeae. Fortunately these crops, 
which the dairyman should grow *to 
supplement his corn crop for fc-odins 
purposes, are a distinct advantage to 
ttio land as well aa desirable for feed- 
Ing purposes. If clover can be grown, 
at least a small field should be Includ- 
ed in the crop rotation.'. Ajsmall area 
should be devoted to each, cowpcas and 
soy beans, and if one, or the other is

Cuban Pilot Nunez Com- 


mences His Testimony 


at 3:30 Today. 


Captain Cook, Schley'sChief of Staff, 


Regarded as Witness for Both 


Sides, Greatly Aids His 


Commander's Case. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 14.—Pilot Nunez 


was called at 3:30, being the first wit- 
ness for Admiral Schley. 


An interpreter was introduced with 


Nunez, who cannot speak English. The 
witness said that on May 20 he advised 
Admiral Schley that he did not believe 
the fleet was in Santiago. He said he 
had secured positive information that 
they were, not there from Cuban insur- 
gents with whom he had had consulta- 
tion. 


At 3:50 p. m. the 
% court adjourned un- 


til tomorrow. 


WASHINGTON, Oct, 14.—Capt. Fran- 


cis A. Cook was the first new witness 
called before the Schley court of inquiry 
today. He was called by the navy de- 
partment, but he is also on Schley's list, 
as he was considered Ike Lieut. Com- 
mander Hodgson as a witness for both 
sides. 


Capt. Cook was commander of the 


Brooklyn and 
also Admiral Schley's 


chief of staff, thus occupying the 
same i 


position to Admiral Schley as Captain 
Hodgson did to Sampson. His appear- 
ance on the stand therefore created con- 
siderable interest. 


A number of Admiral Schlcy's witnes- 


ses were in attendance about the court 
room today. It is expected that 
his 


first witness will be the Cuban pilot, '•",!- 
ward Nunez, and that 
he will 
be fol- 


lowed by Commander Mason, who wcs 
executive officer of the Brooklyn during 
the Santiago campaign, by Lieut. Com- 
mander Griflin 
and Lieut.i. McCaiiley 


and Webster. 
All of these were present 


in the court room today. 


After .Saturday's witnesses 
had-been 


recalled to correct their testimony, Capt. 
Cook was called. Giving the reasons for 
the departure of the flying squadron for 
Ciertfucgos, Capt. Cook said that tho 
squadron had been sent to that port to 
intercept the Spanish squadron, it hav- 
ing been determined at that time to 
make C'ienfuegos their objective point.- 
He had understood that the Spanish 
fleet carried munitions of w-ar for Hn- 
vana and 
it was believed that 
tiicy 


wotrid go to Cienfuegos, because of its 
accessibility to Havana. 


Mr. Hanna questioned witness con- 


cerning the arrival of the Iowa and the1 
Dupont off Ceinfuegos. 
Capt. Cook said 


they had brought dispatches and ho had 
fathered from conversation with Com- 
niodore Schley after their receipt that it 
"as the idea 
both 
of Sampson :\nd 


Schley that they .should continue to hold 
Cienf'iegos. After reading the dispatch 
he said: 
"I never saw or heard of it. 


Jfc may have been received,, but 
had I 


seen it I certainly would remember it." 
He said that while he was not formally 
appointed as chief of staff to Commodore 
Sohley he had often acted in that capac- 
ity, and that the commodore, he said. 
always communicated very 
freely with 


him. 


The commodore had told him that the 


Hawk had brought orders to the effect 
that the squadron should proceed to 
Santiago 
if ho (Schley) 
was 
satisfied 


that the Spaniards were not at Cienfuc- 
gos, but he said Commodore Schley had 
said "I am not satisfied that they arc 
not here.1' 


"If satisfied that the Spaniards were 


at C'ienfuegos why did you leave there?" 
asked Mr. Hanna. 


"Because of McC-aMa's report that the 


Spaniards were at Santiago.'1 


General 
interest 
was 
manifested 


throughout the court room when Mr. 
Hanna began 
his inquiries about the 


battle of July 3. He asked: "Were you 
on deck when the fleet came out of San- 
tiago harbor 
on July 
? . When 
wove 


they first sighted?'' 
H 


/rriie reply was in the negative. dipt, 
.'ook said he had been in the cabin. 
"When you came'on deck where were 


iie Spanish vessels? What were 
they 


oing?"' . 
"When I first arrived on the forecastle 


there were two in sight. The third one 
•was just outside the entrance and 
the 


fourth appeared immediately afterward. 


"What did they dp? Which, way did 


they head?" ' 


"We were t'o. the westward. The en- 


trance to us was about northeast by 
north. The fleet came out south ant: 
turned as they left the entrance to fovu 
points southwest, so that they turned in 
our direction. When I first got on deck 
the helm had been starboarded, hoadinj 
•a little to the northward. When I.sav. 
the fleet were heading southwest am 
secuied to be coming straight for the in 
terval between the Texas and the Brook 
lyn. I went in the conning tower anr 
directed the helmsman. I told him wha 
I wanted to do was to keep straight ?or 
the fleet. They wavered a little. Some- 
times they turned one way-and then an- 
other. We shifted the helm 
once 
or 


twice, but vei-y little, and finally when 
we were getting up fairly close, say be- 
tween 1,300 nnd 2,000 yards,'it seemed,to 
me clear that they wanted to pass be- 
tween the Texas and Brooklyn.- .The 
Texas was well on our starboard hand 
and she was headed to the northward 
and westward. All ships were carrying 
out the instructions of the Commander- 
in-chief nnd that wn* to head in for In- 
fanta. We were well to the 
west ward 


and headed to" the. northeast. The Span- 
ish fleet was coming straight for this in- 
terval. I stepped out of the tower on 
the port side to get a good look at this 
fleet to see just what tl'iey were going fo 
do as to our relative [positions and I 
saw they evidently put 
helms hard a 


port and were turning to th? westward. 
We were (lion turning very rapidly to 
starboard 
with port helm and 
we hsrl 


turned, T think, 
almost to the 
ea^t. 


The Texas was well on our starboard. I 
then gave the order hard a port' to the. 
helmsman, ran through the opening on 
the other side 911 purpose to see our ov\n 
/icefc and our relative position. Quicker 
than I could tell it tho commodore called 
to me: 'Cook, hard a port, is your heim 
a port?' I answered, 'the helm 'in hard 
a port, turning as rapidly as possible.' 
A.s I watched the Texas the bow of the 
Brooklyn seemed first to point to 
hwr 


port bow. I never saw the starboard 
bow of the Tovas and changing her bear- 
ing very rapidly the bow of the Brook- 
lyn passed along the port side of the 
Texas until there was a clear opening 
between us and the stern of the Texas. 
We made a complete turn quickly with 
helm hard aport until we came around 
and paralleled tho fleet 
on the other 


side. The Vizcaya—" 


Admiral Dewey: "May I interrupt. 


How near did you pass to the Texas?" 


"I never thought of a collision. I nev- 


er for a moment had an idea of a collis- 
ion. 
We were about 400 yards away 


from the Texas. I had handled the ship 
under 
all circumstances and 
I could 


judge pretty correctly, and my impression 
that we wen; about the distance we sail- 
ed in squadron. She turned perfectly 
clear of the Texos, came around nnd then

The letter from Crowe is a rambling 


epistle occupying fifteen pages. It was 
in Crowe's peculiar style, reviewing the 
South African war, *ha kidnapping case, 
and finaljy offering to surrender if tho 
rewards were withdrawn. Among other 
things in the letter ll& »ays: 


"I want yo.u. to understand that I am 


not afraid of the combined wealth of 
all the Cudahy'e on earth, nor the unit- 
ed efforts of all the 
aerub detectives 


that the men can hire. The man that 
tries to pinch me will bite the dtist, for 
I am ready to die in the mix. I will 
not bo kangarooed. YOU Say it .is your 
business to deal out justice. I will take 
you at your word. Give me .* square 
deal. Leave it to a jury Of twelve men., 


"Chief, I ask, but I do not expect to; 


get justice. 
There is some one who 


wants to put me away, and I know tlie 
god of gold.",

The letter £hen says that" the chief 


would not know him; that he weighs 
200 pounds and is looking fine. He says 
he has beert in South America and Af- 
rica, fighting with the Boers, and ex- 
presses his disgust With Great Britain 
and his sympathy, for the Boers. He 
closes the.main part of his letter by 
saying he regrets that Mr. Cudahy 
should suspect him of kidnapping the 
boy; and that he- hopes soon to receive' 
a reply from'the'''chief,. which, he directs 
should be mailed through •*• local paper. 


Tins paper is signed "Pat Crowe," 


but the signature is partly erased, and 
four pages of postscript added, in which, 
Crowe says if his offer is not accepted 
he will return to a foreign , country, 
from which he will probably never re- 
turn. He then recites ft few reminis- 
cences, discussed the Boer wor, .and its 
causes, and signs the postscript with the 


Pat Crowe."

County Clerk William Bell has com- 


pleted a certilied statement of the num- 
ber and value of horses, cattle, sheep, 
mules, swine, wagons, pianos, bicycles, 
etc., in the county 
of Racine, at 
the 


time of the making of the'annual assess-' 
ments for the year 1901, and the result 
is certainly astonishing. 


Jt is found that in the entire county 


of Racine there are 0,232 horses and 
their value is $348,200. 
Of this number 


of horses Racine is credited with 58G and 
the value is $29',520. The smallest num- 
ber owned in any town of the county ia 
Union Grove which is given 84. Roches- 
ter comes next with 181. The average 
value per head is $55.87. 
t There Ms owned in the county 19,884 
head of cattle and the value is $422,492, 
and the average per head is $21.25. Ra- 
cine has 37 head and their total value 
is $070, an average of $18.10 per head. . 


Next on- the list is mules and asses. 


It is found there are 26 in the county 
and there is not one credited to Racine. 
Burlington has 2; Mt. Pleasant 12; Dov- 
er 3; Caledonia G. The value is $1,005, 
an average of $22.20 a head. This may 
be true so far as the animal kingdom is 
concerned, but there are many people 
who will be willing to wager big money 
that the county contains several thou- 
sand human mules and asses and that if 
the average value was figured up it 
would not amount to 2 cents each.

The most important function 'of civil 


government is the tax levying 
power. 


Without 
it no-government can exist. 


Therefore this power is given, by the 
people, to congress .tiliat it may provide 
for the federal government, and to the. 
legislatures of the several states that 
they may provide the necessary means 
to conduct the divers branches of the 
state-government. The legislature dele- 
gates the right to levy, taxes to munici- 
pal corporations, counties, cities, towns 
and villages, in order that they may 
have the necessary means to pay the ex- 
penses, of local government. 


The federal government does not levy 


a direct tax on the people or require 
the several states to raise and contribute 
funds for its support, but .secures its 
revenues by indirect taxes, i. e. the pay- 
ment of a certaiuHarifY rnte on goods 
imported and by what is known as in- 
ternal revenue taxes, i. e. the payment 
of certain sums on spirituous liquor*, 
beer, tobacco, etc. These are the ordi- 
nary means 
which the federal govern- 


ment employ, but others arc within the. 
power of congress and arc employed 
when extra revenue is required, as. in 
times of war, such . as the stump ;tax, 
the inheritance tax, etc. 


Our state government raises its taxes 


by what is known as direct taxes. That 
is", every taxable person is supposed !o 
pay his just proportion of the amount 
necessary to support our city, town or 
village,, as the case may be .and our 
county'and 
sitate governments.- A tax- 


able person is a person with taxable 
property—and 
his ' just proportion 
c-f 


these tax'ds should be and is supposed lo 
be fixed by the; amount and value of th'< 
property possessed by him. This is tlie 
fundamental principle upon which our 
taxes are and have been levied since our 
state was admitted to the Union in 1843. 


escaped almost entire. It's not high 
assessments which , make high taxes. A 
certain amount per annum must 'be 
raised for the purposes of government. 
Now, if all the property lo be subjected 
to the payment of this sum is assessed 
at-one-half its value then the rate per 
cent of taxation 
would be twice as 


much as it would .be if-the property had 
been assessed 
at its full.-value. Some 


one may say that the assessment on a 50 
per cent basis thus would work no hard- 
ship, which would be true if all property 
is assessed on tbe same basis, but it is 
within the knowldege of the writer that 
no two towns iii Racine oounty assess on 
the same basis, the rates running from 
35 to 8-5 per cent of actual value. Un- 
derstand this .applies to such property 
as is listed 
for taxation, while vast 


amounts throughout- the county pay . .10 
taxes whatever. 


I have said nothing so far in this arti- 


cle but

ary of $.5,000. first assistant $4,000 and 
second assistant $3,000. The length Of 
term of office and amount of salary are 
intended to remove the commissioners 
frorn-.all political influences and in so far 
as -these considerations go, make-, them 
freer and independent from all influ- 
ences.

This commission has been in existence 


about two years and has done consider- 
able good along the right line and haa 
planned far greater benefits for the fu- 
ture.

One should be aMe to grasp the skin In 
the hand along the front of tbe body 
near "the shoulders and pull It easily 
from the body and almost wrap the 
hand in it, if of the ujellow sort desir- 
ed. If it. hangs tight to tbe body, it 
may show lack of condition or w^lt In- 
dicate poor quality, says C. S. Plumb 
In Rural New Yorker. This applies to 
the skin over the udder as well as to 
the rest of the body.. People some- 
times ask for indications as to quality 
of milk. Moat dairy students desire a 
yellow pigment to the skin; which Is 
most readily seen by examining the In- 
terior of the ears or is perhap» seen In 
the lower part of the horns.
